LUNGES AT POLICE IN DRUGSTORE 
BURGLARY SUSPECT SHOT 
TIMES

A 26-year-old 
Lower 
Bucks 
County man was wounded crit­ 
ically by police bullets 
last 
night 
during 
an 
attem pted 
burglary 
inside 
a 
Levittown 
drugstore which had been stak­ 
ed out by Bristol Township po­ 
lice . 
The suspect, E rnest Emplit, 


was shot four times after a t­ 
tempting to escape by lunging 
at police with a 2V£-foot-long 
crowbar. 


He is listed in critical condi­ 
tion at Lower Bucks 
County 
Hospital with bullet wounds of 
the face, chest, right shoulder 
and left knee. Doctors early to­ 
day removed two of the .38 cal­ 
iber slugs. 


An accomplice, police report 
ed, fled across an open field as 
police converged on the Bucks 
County Pharm acy, located at 
7501 Newportville - Fallsington 
Road. 


Detective Lt. Thomas Stewart 
said the pharm acy’s cash regis­ 
ter had been forced open and 
money was 
scattered on the 
floor and in a brown bag when

lost his life last night when he 
was hit by a car driven by an 
off-duty policeman.

Retail sales in Bucks County 
in 1963 reached a record high 
of $432.4 million, 
representing 
an average of $1,440 spent that 
year for each 
Bucks 
County 
resident. 


The figure, released by the 
U.S. Census Bureau shows an 
increase of 45 per cent in retail 
sales since 1958. 


Last Tabulation 


The 1963 data is the last com­ 


plete tabulation taken by the bu­ 
reau and is based on 2,502 retail 
establishments in the county at 
that time. 


The payroll in 1963 for 12.924 
men and women, not including 
employers, reached $44.4 mil­ 
lion, or an average of $3,500 for 
each person employed in the 
county. 


Food store sales in B u c k s 
increased 32 per cent in the five- 


year-period of 1958-63, reaching

C aretaker Albert 
Brown, 57, 
said two ears driven by Black 
Muslims who had been p a r o l ­ 
ing the area gave chase. Police 
said they had a complete des­ 
cription of the vehicle and were 
seeking the owner. 
Brown said he and his wife, 
Frances, were asleep in an up­ 
stairs bedroom of the two-story 
building when the sound of shots 
awakened him, 
“ There were two 
or 
three 
fired,” he said. Brown explain- 
<*d that ever since Malcolm X 
was shot to death last 
month 
in New York, 
Muslims 
have 
been patroling the area around 
Elijah M uham m ad’s home here 
The Muslim leader was in his 
Chicago home at the time the 
shots were fired, according to 
aides in Chicago. However, it 
has been rum ored for several 
weeks that he will arrive here 
soon. 
Police 
said 
the 
shots 
were 
fired from a small caliber w ea­ 
pon. One bullet missed the front 
window by about three inches 
and another missed the window 
by a half foot. 
M uham m ad’s residence is a
